BERLIN (AP) — New East 
German travel restrictions 
stacked up care trying to leave 
isolated West Berlin into five- 
mile, five-hour writing lines 
Saturday, as the Communists 
ridiculed West Germany's ap¬ 
parent inability to do anything 
about the tightened controls. 

At the height of the delays, a 
line of more than 4,000 cars 
crept slowly forward under a 
hot sun. one car length at a 
time. Some wohien removed 
blouses and sweaters and sat in 
their brassieres. 

POINTS OF VIEW 

“In Bonn." said the official 
East German Communist news¬ 
paper, Neuea Deutschland, "the 
faces keep getting longer. The 
West German government must 
reconcile itself to the realities 
and draw the proper conse¬ 
quences.” 

The consequences meant rec¬ 
ognition of East Germany and 
acceptance of the East German 
claim that West Berlin does x>t 
bekmg to West Germany but is 
an independent territory—the 
background of the current pow¬ 
er play.

T BE BANK OF BRITISH COLUMBIA opera its first 
branch next month, with an office in Vancouver, 
and later this year a second branch will be opened in 
Victoria. From there on the new provincial bank in¬ 
tends to set up a chain of brandies in all important 
centres of population in the province. 

One of the aims of the new bank, apart from 
handling general banking affairs for its clients, is to 
improve the money market in Vancouver, and to estab¬ 
lish in that city a clearing house for some of the funding 
programs that now have to be handled either in Toronto 
or Montreal. 

To what degree the bank will be successful in this 
ambition remains to be seen, but it is definitely going 
to be a Pacific trading-rim bank with agents and cor¬ 
respondents all around this great expanse of water. 

The bank has also claimed that it will be homey 
and with a western geniality that will make it accept¬ 
able to the people at this province. Even the decor of 
the branches win be in the British Columbia style with 
wood panelling and wood carving emphasizing the im¬ 
portance of the forest on the local economy. 

There is howe ver one thing the establishment of 
the provincial bank has already done. This has been to 
Bven the established national banks to the realties at 
the occasion, and to meet the objections which have 
raised in file past that operating control of these or¬ 
ganizations is too centralized, and that any deal of im¬ 
portance has to go through head office either in Toron¬ 
to or Mon tree L 

Already the majority of the national banks have 
installed high ranking e xe c utiv e officers in fins prov¬ 
ince with con si derable powers of decision over matters 
affecting their BXL customers. 

A good example is the Canadian Imperial Bank of 
C omm erce, the bankers of the B.C government 
It has to ppled over in its effort to impress the gov- 
erranent and Its many important West Coast cus¬ 
tomers by tramferring no less a personage than Its 
presi d en t to Vancouver where he will operate as vice- 
chairman of the bank in charge of B.C. affairs. 

This is i ntere s t i ng because the first Bank of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia was merged into the then Canadian 
Bank at wa n e GO odd years ago, and since 

then the Co mm erce has always been Jealous of its close 
connection to fire province as bankers to the govern¬ 
ment. 

The appointment of Mr. William Currie as vice- 
chairman in Vancouver, indicates that the Commerce 
is not wflfing to let the new Bank of B.G have the last 
word on local autonomy. 

It would thus appear that the Bank at British 
has'justified itself by increasing the com¬ 
petitiveness of the hanking system in the province.

South-West Africa: Dilemma for the UN 


O NE OF THE EMBARRASSMENTS for France 
attributed to the dislocation of the economy dur¬ 
ing the widespread strikes is an anticipated billion 
dollar deficit in the balance of international payments 
for the current year. 

The country has already been forced to draw 
heavily on the International Monetary Fund—J745 
million last w^ek. 

If anything is likely to jostle frugal Frenchmen 
Wk to reason and respect for law and order, it will be 
q realization of the very grave danger facing the whole 
economy. _ 

It appears now that for the most part the near- 
hysteria of late May and early June has been over¬ 
come. It is the extremist elements among students and 
young workers who continue to cause trcnble. 

This is the anarchist Left, and a collapse of the 
economy would suit their purpose admirably. 

But the government has shown courage and be¬ 
lated determination to control the violence. Demonstra¬ 
tions have been outlawed throughout the nation, and 
only in Nantes has there been a show of defiance since 
Wednesday's decree. There it was this youthful ex¬ 
tremist group, about 700 of them, who fought police. 

The government is weeding out the foreign student 
agitators, who have been prominent in the university 
rioting. Among those bring expelled from the country 
are two Canadians. 

_ One of them, unidentified, was indignant. He re¬ 
called President Charles de Gaulle’s “vive Quebec 
fibre" exhortation while he was a visitor in Canada, 
and he was resentful that he should have been asked 
to go home when the general escaped with no more 
than a diplomatic reprimand. 

He has a point perhaps. 

But the exampJe in no way excuses participation 
fat revolt by persons who are in effect guests of the 
French nation. 


Theoretically, therefore, the 
noose is tightening around South 
Africa.

Thetis Lake ‘Gift’ 


ALDERMAN PERCY FRAMPTON’S objection to 

Victoria “giving away" Thetis Lake Park to the 
regional district foe.5100,000 failed to influence his 
council colleagues, and could be overlooked except that 
his remarks unwarrantably cast other municipalities 
of the region in a poor light He didn’t recall Saanich 
ever giving anything away, he said, nor Oak Bay or 
Esquimau. He didn't think Saanich would offer the 
district the McRae Estate in a couple of years for 
$100,000. 

Nor would anyone else think so, for there is no 
comparison. 

If Victoria’s recreation grounds beyond its boun¬ 
daries could be thought of as land for subdivision and 
sale, then the city could indeed be regarded as "giv¬ 
ing away” millions of dollars But subdivision for 
private development has been and is unthinkable. 

All Victoria is giving away by selling the Beaver 
and Elk Lakes property to the regional district for 
$250,000 is its previous share of the burden of main¬ 
tenance, transferred to Saanich. All it will be giving 
away by transferring Thetis Lake to the district will be 
the maintenance and development costs of its own tax¬ 
payers, when the district is able to accept this respon¬ 
sibility. 

By the same token, Saanich is doing the rest of 
the capital district a favor by buying the McRae Es¬ 
tate for SI.250,000 and developing it as a municipal 
park, though it will be used by residents of other muni¬ 
cipalities too. To aeO it to the district for $100,000 
would be an absurd throwing away of the taxpayers’ 
money — and of no benefit to the district. (The Thetis 
Lake watershed, incidentally, cost Victoria $38,500 
when it was expropriated In 1925.)

Among the few counter¬ 
attacks 1 have seen, one of 
the best came in a letter from 
a w ell -known local teacher. 
He ia now retired but stiH 
Involved to education at the 
departmental level, and asked 
anonymity — which to itself is 
a commentary on the system. 

This lengthy letter, abbre¬ 
viated here, is the voice of an 
unashamed conservative who 
has turned his back on so- 
called "progressive” educa¬ 
tion. 

♦ * * 

The letter charges that this 
corner “leans toward the far- 
out side of educational re¬ 
form. I maintain that some of 
these reforms could be 
e x tremely dangerous." 

"It would take pages fcrgo 
Into the w rong s perpetrated 
by the p rogre ss ive ptukwo- 
phy." says the ex-teacher 
It places too much empha¬ 
sis on physical activity, even 
In areas where the individual 
should be learning self- 
control. It is permissive 
where it should be guiding 
and controlling. It has re¬ 
moved the word ‘authority’ 
from its vocabulary ss though 
the word were lor Nazis 
only . . . 


“The pro g ress i ve s do not 
believe in punishments. - and 
use the ridiculous argument 
that those who do must be 
sadistic, or mentaly living in 
the dark ages. They misin¬ 
terpret democracy aa free¬ 
dom, and freedom aa 
licence . . . 

* * ★ 

“Hie farther the experi¬ 
menter gets away from the 
'old.' no matter how danger¬ 
ous the results might be. or 
how crack-pot' the idea, the 
'more he will be looked upon 
as being an advance thinker, 
and a leader to education ... 

“A citizen needs to have 
knowledge, an ability to earn 
a livelihood, plus a high 
degree of respect for law, 
authority and his fellow man. 
Progressive education might 
knk after the first two 
(though this is open to 
question), but It eamot pro¬ 
duce the third requirement. 


■‘People trained to permis¬ 
sive behavior are going to 
resent restrictions placed on 
them by a civilized society . . 

The teacher argues against 
the . illogical concept of 
the progressives, namely, that 
all children are naturally 
good. 


“There is no real hardttip 
on an Individual who is 
brought up to follow rule*; 
•nd what is far more para¬ 
mount is that the individual is 
much happier because he has 
the satisfaction of knowing 
that he is contributing to a 
better society, and society 
gains immeasurably.” 

He calls for a new renais¬ 
sance to learning 

“A modem renaissance to 
education, then, should turn 
hack to die dungs of value in 
moulding the child. It should 
reinstate authority, kind disci¬ 
pline. honor, respect for insti¬ 
tutions and people, courtesy 
and all such attributes of a 
good character.” 


I can sympathize with every 
teacher who has ever ex¬ 
hausted his patience on an 
unreasonable child. Friday 
afternoon can be hell. 

In our home we spank (or 
beat, to be honest about it) 
when all else fails. 

However, it seems to me 
that this retired teacher's 
recipe for citizenship is arc¬ 
haic. It is “. .. knowledge, an 
ability to earn a livelihood, 
plus a high degree of respect 
for law. authority, and his 
fellow man." 

This is the formula for a 


19th-century factory h 
ready to march off to war 
u n q u e stionfagly whenever 
someone “to authority'' waves 
the flag. 

He seems to equate obedi¬ 
ence with citizenship- He 
appears to assiane that the 
rules are all wise and Just. 

Who can argue against 
courtesy, which this teacher 
would kke to see in otr 
children? But does he mean 
considers bon for others or 
merely deference to adults? 

By all means let us do our 
duly — once we have shared 
in deciding what fat duty is. 
Let us pursue honor, once it is 
understood. 

* * * 

This teacher says at one 
point to his letter: “What 
educators should be concerned 
•bout to what type of product 
they are producing, and what 
type of product they should be 
producing.'’ 

Product, he cafis children. 

' This man’s belief to his own 
goodwill shines throughout his 
personal manifesto, but he 
concedes no recognition of the 
child as a personality worthy 
or respect. There fa no 
suggestion that citizenship In¬ 
volves individual assessment 
of the rules and willing co¬ 
operation with them. 


The child, apparently. Is to 
be moulded in the shape at 
unquestioning obedience, filled 
full of job training and set 
loose to produce, consume and 
obey. It sounds like Bis¬ 
marck's Germany. 

Is this a fair assessment? 
Are there any other tradi- 
ti aiahsts who want to use this 
forum?

Ticker System 
Overwhelms 
Stock Exchange

Far the second time this year, the New York Stock 
Exchange has had to admit Itself licked, and by its cam 
punches. 

After years of keen public relations work aimed at «o- 
c our ag tog mare U.S. people to invest in common and pre¬ 
ferred stocks, the NYSE finally ran into an orgy of small 
order buying that caused it to put in higher speed machinery 
to record the transactions. / 

The high speed ticker tape did Its work well. It s woope d 
through 15,000,000-abare days with only recording delays of 
a few minutes at peak periods and everyone appeared happy. 

The only exceptions were the staffs of the member brok¬ 
erage firms who found that although the recording machinery 
was able to beep up with the p ioe, it teas impoaaibla to com¬ 
plete the actual physical trans fe r of the *ec u r l t l e* without 
falling into lengthy arrears. # 

Short Day Unpopular 

Earlier this year the New York stock exchange went an 
a short day of five hours, an event that meant the Canadian 
exchanges were open for an additional half hour each after¬ 
noon. 

This was not papular amortg U.S. brokerage firm* and 
onee the backlog of business^jras cleared up Wall Street last 
May reverted to Its normal schedule. 

The development of a summer market, that brought In 
droves of new Investors, as well as an accumulation of orders 
from such institutions as the mutual funds, set the New York 
ticker tape off an another spree. 

Last week there were two days in which more than 20,- 
000.000 shares were traded—each setting a record. 

To *** with the rene w ed problem, the New York Stock 
Exchange decided lor a tret period ef a month to go os a to*»- 
day week. The first test was mad* last We d n es day. 

Inatead of improving the situation, many brokers think it 
served only to intensify the problem. When the exchange re¬ 
opened an Thursday It we* to another avalanche of order* 
that culminated In all-time record tales of 21.350,000 shares. 

Conditions Chaotic 

This was bad enough, but because the other exchanges 
had also been cloned in sympathy, the activity spilled into the 
owrithe-counter market creating conditions an Thursday that 
were complete chaos. * 

Moat firms declined to give quotes and there was literally 
no established market in many unlisted Issues. 

The 
buying spree to on, and flat existing way of tackling the paper 
work Invo lved to each deal it mart than the toctoatry can 
handle.

It s Virus or Hunger 


By M. V. CHE8NIT 

ANAEMIC RASPBERRIES (L.W., 
Saanich too) — The pale, anaemic 
foliage and the gaie rally poor growth of 
your raspberries could be due to a virus 
Meehan, as you suggest, but a much 
more common cause of this condition is 
kimple malnutrition. 

A rough-and-ready test for one of the 
more common raspberry virus infec¬ 
tions is to pick a leaf and look through 
it at a strong light. A mottled 
appearance — light and dark patches in 
the tissues within the leaf — is a 
common symptom of mosaic virus. 
Virus is incurable, but before you do 
anything drastic it would be wise to get 
a proper diagnosis made by a govern¬ 
ment plant pathology laboratory. 

If no mottling is observed. I suggest 
you try the effect of a good feed, using 
some quick-acting fertilizer. Common 
saltpetre, for instance, should show 
dramatic results if the plants are realty 
und e rno u rished. Use two level table- 
spoonfuls per gallon of water plus one 
level tablespoonful of Iron sulphate, 
drenching the rooting area In « band 
e x tending two feet out on eitoer side of 
the row. 

Water thoroughly with plain water 
first, as toe liquid Ionic penetrates 
better in damp soil. Then apply die 


nutrient solution generously with a 
watering can, about one gallon per 
running yard of row, half on each side 
of the row. 

I should point out that this saltpetre 
and Iron solution is more of an 
emergency pick-me-up or shot in the 
arm rather than a square meal, and as 
raspberries are dirty feeders, you 
should really follow op this treatment 
Artth a good thick surface mulch of 
mellow old manure spread over the 
rooting area, Aopping it up annuaHy with 
more of the same.

NASTURTIUM FAILURE (E.S., 

Cobble Hill) — There are several 
possible reasons why your fence of 
climbing nasturtiums packs up and 
quits in midsummer every year. 

It could be due to black fly — the 
same black aphids or "dolphin” that 
infest beans and the tips of cheery tree 
branches. These sap-suckers seem to be 
particularly attracted to nasturtiums 
and gather In their thousand* on the 
backs at the leaves where they are not 
noticed until die trouble As completely 
out at hand. 

Nasturtiums are extraordinarily dif¬ 
ficult to treat with insecticides. Liquid 
■prays won’t stick to their wax-coated 
leaves and it it hard to reach the backs 


of Ihe leaves with bug-killing powders 
and dusts. 

I thinif your best bet would be to use 
one of the new granular systematic 
insecticides — the kind which are 
scratched into the soil around each 
plant. This chemical a taken up by the 
roots and circulated to all parts at the 
plant, rendering it poisonous to any 
creature feeding upon it. 

One such granular systemic which Is 
readily available in the garden shops is 
Ortho Rose and Flower Care; In this 
product the insecticide is combined with 
a fertilizer. Prote.x.ill Granular Sys¬ 
temic it another, this one without 
fertilizer.

CAT TROUBLES (A.J., Victoria) — 
It is certainly annoying when the family 
cat insists on sharpening its claws on 
your fruit trees. The gouges in the bark 
should be sprayed promptly with tree 
wound dressing or painted with tree 
paint to prevent the entry of infection. 

One of the proprietory dog-repellent 
■prays would probably keep the eat 
sway for a time, as its smell is 
distasteful to cats as well as dogs, but 
it would have to be renewed after rain. 
The only permanent solution I can 
suggest is to wrap the lower trunk with 
wire netting.

Last month I appeared on a 
television panel with, among 
others, William Gibson, the 
playwright. One of the ques¬ 
tions the moderator asked 
him was about the "religious 
education" of bis children. 

Gibson replied that he had 
been asked this question often 
and he couldn't understand 
why it seemed so important to 
so many people.

"We don’t give our children 
any religious education at 
all." be said. "We don't 
believe in It, and don’t think It 
makes any difference.” 

I have run into the same 
question over and over, and 
have given the same answer 
as Gibson — even though he 
is a professed atheist and I 
am a confirmed theist, I 
happen to think he is right on 
the matter. 

Amoei ail the "religious 
education” I have seen and 
heard itresses the (to moi 
wrong aspects of religion, and 
ignore* the right ones. It 
stresses particularism, creed, 
dogma, ritual, separatism, 
and "pride" in the individual 
denomination or sect the child 
happens to belong to.

None of It — except, 
perhaps, among the Units* 
riana — stresses universslism, 
for lines, attitude*, motives. 


religion, beyond color, beyond 
class, beyond nation, beyond 
ail our sublunary categories 
that divide and destroy us. 

Giving a child a genuinely 
"religious education" consists 
In setting a model for the 
children in the daily family 
life — in practicing what you 
preach and not preaching at 
all; In showing the child how 
to become more just, more 
generous, more flexible, more 
tolerant, more critical of 
himself and less critical of 
others, more responsive to his 
own inner moral imperative 
than to the doctrine of any 
ecclesiastical body. 

k k k 

Indeed, much if not most of 
the so-called rebellion among 
college youth today consists of 
their awakening to the blunt 
and unlovely fact that their 
parents and their parents' 
circle use religion only when 
it serves their selfish and 
prideful purposes, and ignore 
it when some religious injunc¬ 
tion happens to cut across 
their own self-interest. 

k k * 

No amount of "religious- 
education" can make a child 
one whit better, if religion is 
separated from daily life and 
put in a “holy” place of its 
own, as is done In the great 
majority of cases. 

Indeed, it will make him 
worse when, in the adolescent 
stage, he awakens to genuine 
moral and spiritual promp- 
tings, and sees lbs guK 


between his Sunday School 
sermons and life as it is 
actually lived by most of us. 

I think the great parental 
concern with religious educa¬ 
tion is rooted in the same 


concern a* with education 
generally — parents want the 
churches and the school* to do 
what txdy the family can do. 
and call their abdication of 
responsibility “social virtue."

Senior fisheries officers, 
fisheries guardians, logging 
b.>sses and (he men who log in 
the bush got together in a 
history-making meeting a t 
Sooke Monday night to talk 
aomt how they can co-operate 
to protect streams for salmon 
and trait production. 

Among the 70 persons 
attending the meeting were 
fa llers, riggers, chokermen 

and company formen_the 

men on the spot who can 
make sure that minimum 
damage is done to streams 
through logging operations.

Bill Maltoch. head of Mai- 
loch and Moseley logging 
operations along Muir Creek, 
issued an invitation to other 
timber operators to come and 
see what his outfit has done.

We have had some trouble in 
the past.” said Harry Graing¬ 
er, inspector in charge of the 
Victoria fisheries office. 

“Not dial lagging companies 
haven't tried to dear them. 


but sometimes the Job hasn't 
been too good. The logs have 
gone down river, humping the 
banks and causing tilting and 
erosion,” he said. 

Mr. Mosher suggested fal¬ 
ling the logs parallel to the 
river was one solution, but a 
working faller was quick to 
\ point out many of the logs 
lean across the river. 

"If they do go in, we would 
like them taken out before 
they go downstream with a 
freshet. If possible log away 
from the river,” said Insp. 
Grainger. 

He said the fisheries de¬ 
partment would like to see a 
strip of trees left along the 
river banks.

Then there may be no need to 
blast in the water, Mr. Boyd 
noted.

Science Lab! 


By Bill Stavdal, Education Reporter 


Visit your high school's science labora¬ 
tories, parents, and weep at being born too 
soon. 

Ten ynsi s£o"one all-purpose lab was apt 
to house not much more than some test tubes 
and Bunsen burners, a pendulum and pulleys 
(remember Mechanical Advantage?), a black¬ 
board and lots of chalk. 


IWby’* specialized labs have things like 
molecular models in the science room, an 
asciHograph in the physics section, and foetal 
pigs in the biology Hass. 

Today's labs make teachers mrk harder 
than ever, and give a serious student opportu¬ 
nities his parents never had. 

They are costly, too. New courses intro¬ 
duced by the department of education have 
sent the Greater Victoria School Board's 
science lab budget soaring. 

In 1965 the board budgeted 313,004 for 
science equipment and supplies. It doubled 
the next year, jumped to 350,000 in 1967 and 
this year readied 371,214. 


Mr. Hindi, estimates bis lab contain 
35,000 worth of equipment. Solenoids, variable 
resistors, an ORciBogrmph, AC/DC power con¬ 
verters and electronic components crowd Ids 
storeroom. 

One item. "■ fricdo n le s s puck." skates 
about on a sheet of glass atop a ruih ian of 
compressed air. It is used to demonstrate 
acceleration I photographed by strobe Ught 
while sliding dcwnhiDl, and elasticity (in col¬ 
lisions). 


Not all equipment is expensive. Mr. Hndi 
takes his youngsters outdoors la metk* 
range-finding an nearby houses, ustog two 
rulers attached at right angles.

Br»id-ud-butter issues 
dominate the thinking of 
Canadians as they prepare to 
go to the polls an June 25. 

A national survey of eiegibie 
voters shows that almost one- 
third of the public is con¬ 
cerned about high taxes, with 
17 per cent ranking the issue 
first in importance. 

11 per cent mention un¬ 
employment. 

16 per cent worry about the 
high cost of living. 

14 per cent feel that wages 
are a major problem. 

12 per cent want a cut in 


government spending and a 
balanced budget. 

And 10 per cent favor same 
sort of medicare program. 

* * * 

The only problem other than 
economic breaking into this 
cluster of issues is nstkaial 
unity with 17 per cent appre¬ 
hensive about it and S per 
cent ranking it first. 

The survey, conducted 
during the last few days in 
May and the first week and a 
half in June among voters in 
every province in their homes, 
posed this question: "What do 
you think are the most 
important issues the federal

government — the govern¬ 
ment in Ottawa — should do 
something about?” 

All regions rank high taxes 
as significant. 

The high cost of living issue 
is especially important in the 
Atlantic provinces. 

Housing is a major concern 
in urban area and small towns 
across the country. 


Worry about unemployment 
is prevalent in the Atlantic 
region, rural Quebec and 
among working class voters 
everywhere. 

National unity is a special 
concern in the major metro¬ 
politan area of Montreal and 
Toronto — especially among 
the upper-middle and middle 
class electorate.

"Her second husband's death in 
action to Prance in 1917 waa a great 
Mow to her, and the war had by 
then entered its grimmrd phase. 

"‘After the war. hoWever, she 
resumed her singing career', and her 
marriage in lPlt to Maj, Stuart- 
Wortley, only son of MajOn. the 
Hon. E. Ji Stuarl-Wnrtley, CB., 
CMC., DSO. MVO, had to be 
somewhat hurried in order to 
permit her to keep professional 
engagements in Bruaieis.

Mrs. J. M. IV. Harding, born Hallie Pope, now 
97, liver at Shoreacres Rett Home, Sidney. 

She U a tiny little person, pin neat and slender, 
with dark eyes that are still quick to light up with 
laughter . . . and she must be, I think, the province's 
oldest living school teacher. 

She comes from a family of educators, although 
the first Pope to come to Canada from England, in 
1841, was a merchant. He settled in Ontario, and U 
was his son, Or. Stephen D. Pope, a graduate of 
Queen's College, Kingston, and Halite's father, who 
long years later became British Columbia's superin¬ 
tendent of schools. 


He migrated to west coast while 
he wu atill young, and «Ingle. It 
wai 1886. Thera were no trains wait 
at gt. Louis, Missouri, so the 
youthful teacher made it the rest of 
the way by horseback. 

He wound up In Oregon City, and 
promptly opened what was probably 
the first private school for girls toi 
the vicinity. Hers, too, he met and 
married Miss Charlotte Buck, 
daughter of Oregon’s State senator. 
Hallie, the oldest of eight ehlldrcn, 
was bom here. 

It was, evidently, pretty primitive 
living. Letters to Charlotte Pope, 
•till preserved In the huge family 
Bible end written by a relative with 
the Indian Agency In the area, tell 
of tribal wars much too cloae for 
oomfort. An odd note note of almost 
legendary quality appears In one 
tale, which,, described with ail the 
drama and vividness of a recant 
happening, relates the death of a 
close friend a U.S. lieutenant who 
apparently wiped friendly Indians 
against the r enemies, the Snake 
tribe. 

He was shot down. Whereupon 
the chief of his allies told his 


followers: “This was a brave man, 
who died for us. It is fitting that we 
died with him.” And they did. 

Five years later the Popes came 
to Vlotoria, to a home in famous old 
Bird Cage Walk. The doctor taught 
locally until his appointment as 
superintendent of schools, a post

It was Harold Pope, the “baby” of 
the family, a captain in the First 
World War and a highway engineer 
here for 30 yean, now retired, who 
told me about hit people. He Uvea at

outstandingly beautiful petit point), 
and a small ScotUe dog named 
Ghlllie. 

He it was who took me to see his 
sister Hallie, and gave me many 
details of her busy life — which 
details she confirmed, with side¬ 
lights and memories which still 
afford her something of the samp 
amusement, indignation, and various 
other emotions which she obviously 
felt so long ago. A vibrant jwrson- 
allty, and very surely a teacher who 
would know her own mind, be quick 
to decisions, and with whom no 
small fry would have much chance 
of coming out on top!

She vividly remem¬ 
bers f respected member at the 
native reservation who, because of 
his excellent reputation, had been 
granted the care ol a small white 
orphan, but who, when he brought 
his charge to the school, waa turned 
down by the authorities. 

“They wouldn't let me take her." 
snapped Mrs. Harding, wide-eyed 
with anger ail over again. “Just 
because she lived on the reserva¬ 
tion! That wasn't right, you know! I 
felt very badly about that!" 

Very plainly that narrow-minded 
school board of long ago is >tUl in 
her bad books! 

Her next two schools were back 
on the Island, first at Colwood and 
then at historic Crslgflower, whose 
pupUs have not forgotten their one¬ 
time principal. On the occasion of 
the ancient school’s centenary, they 
presented her with a little hand¬ 
made pottery model of the building. 

Her term at Crslgflower was 
fallowed by a period at Roberta 
School, English Bay, Vancouver. 

“A Mg school, that," she re¬ 
members, “even then. A far cry 
from Port Simpson I" 

The Laura Secord school, also In 
Vancouver, waa har last. She has 
lived on the Island since her 
retirement. "And that's a long time, 
now, toot” she said. 

What does she think of students 
today? She looked at me, and her 
eyes twinkled, and she laughed 
again. She wasn’t getting sucked 
into that one! 

“I’ll tell you, though," she 
admitted. “I thfhk we had better 
discipline In my day! I wouldn't 
teaeb now for aoy money you could 
pay me!” 

She got up and came to the door 
with us as we left ... little, 
indomitable, sparkling.

And where, also, to And 
the great amount of money needed 
for the care and treatment of her 
child? 

This mother turned to other 
wompn. She wrote to Mrs. V, S. 
MacLaohlsn, the secretary and then 
superintendent of the W mien's Insti¬ 
tutes of British Columbia, and asked 
for help in the treatment of her 
child. Mrs. MacLachlan wasted no 
time In rallying her Women'a 
Institute forces, and with unbeliev¬ 
able speed the little patient was 
admitted to the Vancouver General 
Hospital. A nearby Women’s Instfc 
tute—that of Central Park, Van¬ 
couver, subscribed a sum of money 


work was coming to an end. 
Michael, aged nine, who was the 
traffic Patrol of the day, buckled on 
hu yellow Klwanis Safety Patrol 
harness, and taking up his cap, left 
the room to direct the after-school 
traffic.

That first, tiny soom put down 
sdoSb and thrust up delicate 
branches when the whole body of 
Women’s Institutes In B.C- began to 
realise what a worthwhile cause waa 
toe helping of sick children In their 
provinoe. Soon they had a dream, 
and that dream was not leas than 
the raising of sufficient funds to 
build in, or near, Vancouver, a 
modern children ! ho*fritul, for the 
MR of sick and crippled children, 
go the Women’s Institutes Hospital 
Association was born, with head¬ 
quarters In Vancouver. 

Vancouver Island and the future 
Solarium waa first brought Into the 
picture at the seonnd annual meet¬ 
ing of toe association In February, 
IKS, when it was proposed that In 
addition to the Children’s Hospital 
planned tor Vanopuver, there should 
be another centre for the prolonged 
treatment of delicate and crippled 
children. The obvious choice of 
locale tor this venture waa - to# 
Island. 

There was to be no conflict In 
Tear two efforts. The one in 
Vanoouver would deal with acute 
eaaas, whilst the Vancouver Island 
hospital would confine its activities 
to the use of modern methods In toe 
prevention of illness, and to the 
prolonged treatment of certain 
diseases of childhood. 

By now, there was no holding the 
enthusiastic women. The day follow¬ 
ing the meeting, the parent group 
broughf their scheme of building a 
Solarium on Vancouver Island 
before the Women's Council In 
Victoria. As a result of this, and In 
view of the willing support found, 
toe Vanoouver Island Committee of 
the Women's Institutes Hospital 
Association for Crippled Children 
came kilo being under the chair¬ 
manship of Mrs. Curtis Sampson. 
There were 18 members of this 
original easnmittee, of which 10 were 
■ton. 

An outstanding name of toe 
aommittM was. of oourse, that of 
Dr. C. Waoe, first medical supertiv 
tendent of the Solarium, and whose 
inspiration and untiring engergy did 
•o much to bring about the success 
of the whole undertaking. 

The tu much to he done between 
toe formation of that first com¬ 
mittee 4nd the time when foe 
Solarium doors actually opened lor 
business in 1927. Two years 
crammed with work and hopes. With 
faith, and, above all, with unbounded 
generosity as the people of BJC. , 
warmed to that first liyle scorn 
planted by one desperate, Woman, 
and flwftured with love by irfl foe 
Woman’s Institutes in our province. 

■oirewhere along the way during 
tola ‘tome, toe Wnmen's Institutes 
Hospital Association became Incor¬ 
porated as a separate society with 
toe title of The Queen Alexandra 
Solarium far Crippled Children

(Initiated by toe Women’s Institutes 
of British Columbia). To this day, 
the Women’s Institutes still take a 
great Interest in the work of the 
Solarium, and when we visited there 
, in April, toe women of the Lake Hill 
Institute were going the round on 
the same afternoon. 

The original Solarium building 
was, of course, erected on a lage 
site at Mill Bay, but the yeare 
showed that a centre nearer to 
Victoria would be more advan¬ 
tageous. So, in 1958 the Solarium as 
we know It today came into being on 
Arbutus Road, facing out over 
beautiful Finnerty Bay. Here the 
' children lead a full life, tor apart 
Cram their treatments and their 
school work, administrator John 
Holds took likes them to lire as 
normally as posilfaic. To this red 
Junior Red Cross and Cub activities 
are only taw of their many interests. 
The otd building, by the way, did not 
fall into disuse since it was taken 
over by Brentwood College following 
the disastrous fire at that school. 

linos 1927 between three and four 
thousand patients have been ad¬ 
mitted to the Solarium, and have 
received, approximately a million 
days of patient care. This represents 
the necessity for a large continuing 
amount of money. 

Last year, the B.C. Hospital 
Insuranee met about half the cost of 
running the Solarium. Payments 
made by parents on behalf of 
patients accounted tor a further 
relatively small amount. There are 
also gifts and bequests which help to 
stem the outgoing tide. Through the 
years, however, a staggering 
amount Is written off each year in 
respect of patients unable to afford 
any payments at all. 

However, though the hospital 
may write off payments, the oost of 
running the (dace still has to be met. 
Through toe years, the people of 
B.G have been generous, right from 
the'early days when beds and cots 
and wheel chairs were all donated 
for the first building. Even the very 
land upon which the hospital was 
built was obtained as a direct result 
of the generosity of a Victoria lady, 
Mrs. Beveridge, who first offered a 
largo tract of land at Cobble Rill. 
Thh land was not suitable few the 
proposed purpose, but h was used as 
a sort of trade to obtain tbs site 
which was eventually chosen. 

Fbr all these helps the directors 
apd staff are continuously grateful. 
However, there is one group — a 
lively and peppy band — who keep 
the Solarium light burning brightly 
at all times. Need we say that this 
group Is the Solarium Junior 
League, now in Its 29to year of 
operation. 

Back hi 1939 when, owing to toe 
Depression, It was found that soma 
90 per cent of the parents would be 
unable to pay even a penny for the 
treatment of their children, then it 
was obvious that something had to 
be done.

It is an old saying that lit times 
of stress when s leader Is nseded, 
then that leader wiU be found. In the 
case of the Solarium It cams true la 
the form of Miss Margaret Vant- 
reight — now Mrs. Stevens — who 
Just happened to be the right person 
kt the right place at the right time. 
And, what was much more import¬ 
ant, her heart was in the right 
place, loo! 

Margaret Vantrelght hk upon the 
Idea of a Junior League to be 
dedicated to publicizing the good 
wash of the hospital, and to as listing 
it to acquire the latest and bast 
I equipment available. 

I It la kuersating to note that when 
file first Solarium Corami ties was 
formed It had a membership of U, 
Fourteen years later when Margaret 
Vantrelght called her first meeting 
of the Solarium Junior League, onca 
again 18 ladies were present. 

At the present time, the League 
has an active membership of 37 
members. And are they ever active I 
To be a member, one must be a 
woman between the ages of IS and 
40. There la only one other obvinua 
requirement. One must love and 
believe in, and be willing to work 
for, the Solarium. And how those 
girls work! 

There la something completely 
heartwarming and real about this 
group. One certainly never gets the 
feeling that any member is in this 
thing for the kudos k will bestow. 
These girls are in it to give, not to 
take. / 

Meetings,Are held twice a month, 
but that is only the business end of 
it Everybody must be aware that 
each foil the Junior League mans a 
mobile unit out at Goldstresm for 
the salmon run. In actual fact, the 
Solarium Junior League van is out 
there every weekend for a solid two 
months. During October and 
November, rain or shine, they 
dispense hot dogs, hot drinks sod 
candy bars to all who came to watab 
the salmon. 

Incidentally the girls are loud hi 
their praise of local merchants who 
are generous in donations of supplies 
toi this. 

Golditresm, however. Is only obs 
relatively small part at the work 
dnoe by the League. John Hoi da i oak, 
the hospital administrator, tells me 
tost the Junior League alma to 
provide approximately 125.000 per 
year. Moreover, he adds that since 
the Junior League first came Into 
operation. they have donated no less 
than 8412.183 dollars to toe Solarium, 
as of June, 1967. 

This is a truly staggering amount 
when one r e members that toe 
membership is small. The work 
they do makes the imagination 
boggle! 

However, these young ladles are 
never stuck for Ideas. Besides their 
Gotdstream activities, they give 
delight with their annual Musical 
Show, and they bold one large 
appeal each year. 


Apart from these activities, the 
members bring in a sonstant stream 
of funds from personal chorea such 
as selling raffle tickets, hat cheeking 
at sH Government House affairs, as 
well as at the Royal Theatre for 
various functions. 

They also take the mobile van 
on request for any outdoor activities 
such as sports events. Indeed, 
Juanita Nieklea. a tong-time mem¬ 
ber, tells me fost most weekends 
sees the van In use and bringing 1 b 
extra money. 

Since most of foe Junior 
Leaguers are young married 
mothers, tt is obvious that they 
could not do the half of what they do 
were it not for the continuous help 
and support at their husbands. 

It waa the husbands who gag 
together and built the mobile van, 
and It la toe husbands who do all the 
maintenance work on K. At present, 
Juanita tells me, they are toying 
wito the Idea of building a second 
van. Added to this, the fact that the 
men are not above acting as 
• babysitters during weekends and 
evenings when the wives are out on 
the Job. then you have some Ides of 
Lbe. complete commitment of these 
fine people. 

Nor do the girts Join for a year or 
so and then move on. In many oases 
It is only when 40 is reached that 
members cease their membership, 
but never their interest. Juanita 
filicides, for Instance, has been a 
member now for 12 years, and does 
not consider this represents a record 
by any means. As she says: "You 
cannot took at your own healthy 
children without feeling so pro¬ 
foundly thankful that you Just have 
to do something to show your 
gratitude." 

Meanwhile, out at the Solarium 
toe summer sun shines down on the 
after school activities of the tittle 
patiants. In the play pen babies are 
playing. And over the smooth grass 
goes small Cheryl, pushing the dolls 
buggy with her special doll in k.

source of nutrition for man. 

Researcher* of the U S. bureuu of commercial 
fisheries have developed a commercial process for 
manufacturing fish protein concentrate, a flour 
produced by grinding up raw fi*h. heads, fins, 
bones and all. By using the whole fish, costs are 
kept down so that the poor of all Rations can af¬ 
ford It. Less than half a cents worth mixed in the 
diet can fulfill a child's daily minimum protein 
needs. 

It has been said that aquiculiure is now where 
agriculture was 50 year* ago in the greatest utili-

wuveleas inlets. As the young oysters ding at in¬ 
tervals to the ropes, they feed on plankton that 
drift slowly past.

Aquiculture Includes the cultivation of marine 
plants as well as animals. Japan harvests nearly 
two dozen edible seaweeds. 

No species of sea plant In the northern hemi¬ 
sphere rivals the giant kelp that grows along the 
coast from Alaska to Baja. California. Giant kelp, 
the fastest growing plant known, shoots upwards 
to lengths of more than 200 feet. Because kelp con¬

Canada has had few 
poets of the stature of 
Anne Wilkinson and it 
is comforting that only 
seven years after her 
death her works, includ¬ 
ing hitherto unpublished 
poems, three lyric suites 
and an autobiographdl 
essay, should be collected 
into one volume. 


/The title sounds apocalyptic 
enough for the entire human'race: 
in fact, thia as a picture at Vienna 
in the fading glow of Its former 
greatness, pegged on the life of Karl 
Kraus. This Jewish satirist, whose 
work is little known In English, 
commented scathingly on the de¬ 
clining Hepaburg Empire in hia 
magazine, "D i e Fackel” (The 
Torch), The society to which he 
belonged was witty, elegant, so¬ 
phisticated-end decadent. With the 
coming of Nazism It flickered out 
ignomlnloualy. Field draws a bril¬ 
liant picture of Vienna in Its last pre- 
Hitler yearn, In which politicians and 
intellectuals vied with each other in 
grandioM futilities. Its end meant 
not "the lest days of mankind," but 
tha last days of a culture which 
expelled Freud, Stefan, Zweig, 
Franz Werfel and others. (Werfel’e 
wife, Alma—the author reminds 
ua - carried out with her the manu¬ 
script of Bruckner’s Third Sym¬ 
phony, now a favorite work with 
Viennese audiences.) Kraus died in 
IMS before the atorm broke, but he 
had seen enough. The book Is 
probably hie finest memorial -at 
least In English. 


Admirers of this accomplished 
poet need no introduction to bar 
work; those as yet unacquainted 
with her deeply and richly sensuous 
poems, as well as those that era 
deceptively light and witty, have a 
treat in store. 

All of Anne Wilkinson’s work 
reflects her abiding love o t the 
earth, the sea and air, but she was 
also preoccupied with love and 
death to an extent that death be¬ 
came a fixation. 

Because of this, readers would be 
well advised to ration the mas Ives. I 
read this volume at one sitting and 
the effect was decidedly morbid. 

Added Interest ie lent by an 
appreciative introduction and a 
number of notes contributed by 
critlo and anthologist A. J. M. 
Smith, who ie responsible for an 
excellent job of editing.—E.D.W. H.

really wasn’t too difficult to catch 
salmon by the old proven methods, 
ao why change? 

This writer remained amongst 
the eurioualy-ekrpileal fraternity and 
stuck with bucktail files and smell 
plus others from up-Iilsnd soon 
that usually hit around mid July for 
a couple to weeks, descended on ae 
that year. However the fishing 
remained excellent although the fish 
had moved Into deeper waters. One 
or two boats contlnue^o bring us 
limit catches although moat of us 
scrnbbled hard trying to pick up the 
odd fleh here and there. The moat 
curious thing abiut the few boats 
that were getting the success was 
that they appeared to be jigging ood 
although they were, In actuality, 
hitting Info some of the greatest 
fishing imaginable an Buzz Bomba. 

The word uc got around about 
the new method and the eobeonew 
lure In a matter to two weeks or so 
Uteraiy dozen* to boats eonU be 
■sen lUD fishing with Buna Bombs 
out ao the Comoz Bar and down 
towards Denman and Tree IaUade. 
It was fun. It was easy, and tt really 
produced fish. Strangely enough Ihe 
lure, which had originally been 
designed at a casting lurje, had, on 
It’s own virtually, become something 
quite different by sheer chance. 

As August rolled around that 
summer the fishing became batter 
and better. Seldom had moat to us 
seen so many coho. 

Although we caught them an the 
mors conventional lures as well, the 


fantastic success of Ihe Bun Bomb 
hod taken everyone m we or tees by 
surprise. This great fishing spree 
lasted well into September to that 
year whan the lure of the spawning 
streams look the fish back Into the 
hills for their appointment with 
nature's fateful hand. 

The winter of lgfiS-1987 was, spent 
by Re* Field in further Improve¬ 
ment to the slock model of the Buzz 
B>mb. He also perfected several 
other tfzes and weights from a tiny 
two-inch specimen tn a four-1 neh 
lyee model. The smaller models, 
especially a 2'li-lnch one. proved 
h.ghly effective on trout it wat. 
found. 

In April of last year, Tim 
T.mmons of G >ld River and Roy 
Demme of Courtenay limited out i*i 
big trout In Lower Campbell Lake 
using this sized Buzz Bomb. Other 
anglers tried them with good results. 

Lest fall a new type to sport 
fishery blossomed In Oowiehan Bay 
when, during the months to Novem¬ 
ber and December, it urss found that 
toe hnrdrs to chum salmon that 
crow d the bey would actually hit a 
ess* Buzz Bomb. Victoria anglers 
pints until summer doldrums , 
capitalized on tht* bonanza ,| These 
puzzling flab, seldom honlfod on 
sport gear previously, were a bonus 
indeud 

Today Rex Field contkxios hia 
studies Into new and different types 
to IhsMng lures. Being bis own 
manufacturer (he casts uli his Buzz 
Rianba himself in the basement to 
hit borne i he finds spare time 
increasingly difficult to get. But lor 
those to us that kn iw him well we 
wilt not be at ail surprised if he 
earns up to as some day again apd 
■ays that be has just invented 
another new hire. 

In ihe meantime we should see a 
reedy aeeeptanee of this unusually 
aucccsslMl lure throughout the 
country everywhere that men try 
and catch fish on rod and line. 
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spring salmon that feed voraciously 
on these fish. Anglers also hooked 
into these springe fishing off the 
wharf, mostly using live herring that 
they had freshly jigged. However It 
wasn't always possible to get the 
fresh herring readily, especially if 
they were particularly deep or had 
congregated elsewhere In the bay. 
Thus the idea for a new lure arose 
In Re* Field's mind, one that would 
Simulate the action to a crippled 
herring, and one that would cast 
Img distances with ease. The clue 
i as soon to come. With It was born 
tie Buzz Bomb. 

The early versions to this metal 
lure, Hkc his first plugs, were crude 
indeed. Always changing, shaping, 
and testing new models he looked 
for the one that notdd eateb (he 
erratic movements to ■ bait flrii 
that had been mortally wounded by 
a salmon and which had “spun off” 
from Ua fellow fish in tha sabooi of 
bslttkeb.

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Many art the forgotten 
mysteries which even a 
casual glance at British 
Columbia history will un¬ 
cover. For the most part 
they are fated to remain 
forever unsolved, but a 
siren voice luring ama¬ 
teur and professional re¬ 
searcher alike onto the 
rocky shores of frustra¬ 
tion. Twentieth century 
technology and knowl¬ 
edge are often of little 
use in penetrating the 
heavy wraps of time. 

Such a tantalizing puzzle ia that 
at a it range crypt on Denman 
Island. Or, as The Cofoatot dubbed 
foe intriguing tale, "the mysterious 
1817, P.I." 

lb again quote the editor*: "Who 
could he have been!* A queition to 
which there probably wW never be 
an answer, unfortunately. 

The mystery began in the sum¬ 
mer ot 1883, when noted pioneer 
Adam Grant Home and a friend 
from Cowl chan were '‘taking (their) 
pleasure” on lovely Denman, once 
popularly known by settlers as New

Denman Island’s Forgotten Tomb 
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By T. W. PATERSON 


Orkney Island, after tie famed 
gootUrfi group. 

In the ooune of their wandering 
•bout the lovely Gulf of Georgia Isle, 
Horne and friend oune upon a large, 
old tree. But it waS neither the 
monarch’s size nor age which 
Intrigued the surprised explorers. 
Instead, their gaze was drawn by a 
stone wall surrounding Its trunk. 

What Adam Home reported find¬ 
ing, although apparently uncon¬ 
firmed to this date, is undisputed. 
For the former Hudson's Bay 
Oompsny trader was not one to tell 
tales. To quote Capt. John T. 
Wutbran. in B,C. Plana Names, six- 
foot-three, 200-pound Home was "a 
man of fearless, daring disposition, 

1 whom the Indians seemed to admire 
as woll as dread for his Intrepidity." 

Bom in Edinburgh in 1831, Home 
arrived on this coast at the age of 
10, soon assuming charge of the 
tompany's Nanaimo store, until it 
was sold to ths Vancouver Coal 
Mining and Land Company 11 years 
later. 

Horne then triad hfc hand at 
flperating his own business, erecting 
a new store on Front Street. 
Rejoining the HBC, he managed Its 
Port Simpson and Comox stores 
before again becoming his own man, 
dying, highly esteemed throughout 
foe province, at the age of 73 in 
Nanaimo In 1903. 

Not that his entire career hsd 
been spent behind a oounfer. Quite 
foe contrary. As a young man, the 
hardy tool hsd been a busy 
explorer, being the first white man 
to er-.M Vancouver Island from 
Mansinvi to Barkley found. On one

of these surveys, drumming up 
trade for the fur oompsny, Home 
discovered beautiful Enoksasent 
Lake, now named after him. Home 
braved unknown wilderness and 
hostile Indians on these expeditions. 

Upon sealing the stone wall, 
Home found the strange crypt to be 
empty; at least, so It appeared. But 
on one tide of the tree, carved deep 
In Its bark, was tlie number 1817 and 
the letters PS. Home carefully 
knepeoted the trunk for further 
markings, but this was all. Un¬ 
sheathing his knife, he gently pared 
off the Inscribed bark, giving a 
piece to bis oompsnlon and keeping 
the other as ■ souvenir. 

And that, brief as It is, Is our 
mystory. As Adam Horn# and 
friends wondered: Did the crude 
numerals mean the date 1817? It so, 
It was likely "PI" were ths unknown 
carver's initials. 

Which raises the obvious query; 
Who was P I. and how did ha oome 
to oarv* his Initials in the trunk of a 
tret on an Island . which was 
probably unexplored by whites at 
ths time of his enforced stay, 1M 
years ago? 

And enforced his stay must have 
been. For Home and friends were 
oonvlnosd the weird stone waHs 
were erected as a small prison. 
One# interred, without outside help 
or equipment, a prisoner was 
doomed to serve his sentence In a 
sell which did not provide shelter 
from rain and snow and did not even 
allow Mm tlw luxuries of lying down 
«r toilet facilities. 

Quits likely, as Home pointed 
cut, such • cell was intended as the 
tacarssrated man s tomb.

Unfortunately, Home did not 
search the earthen floor for evidence 
of bones or ths like. And if ho tver 
returned to further his investigation, 
If Is not reoorded. 

Although still sturdy, ths stone 
Wall appeared quite old; the carv¬ 
ings also looked to have been 
executed many years before Horne’s 
ehance discovery. 


If, Indeed, poor "P.I." had bsm 
walled up alive — by whom? A 
glanoe at the record shows Capt. 
George Vancouver and the Spanish 
explorers, Pilot Cmdr. Don Jose 
Maris Narvaez, Cmdr. Dlonicio 
Galiano and Cmdr, Ctyetano Valdes 
explored the Inner Passage at the 
end of the 18th century. And vUhile 
Vancouver h known to have been a 
strict disciplinarian, in keeping with 
the harsh naval oode of his time 
which saw men flogged for the 
slightest Infraction, as undoubtedly 
were the Spanish officers, It la 
inconceivable these famous mariners 
would have condemned a crewman 
to such a terrible fate. 

Besides, there la the Obvious 
conflict in dates. 

As for merchant shipping, where 
also a shipmaster was lord and 
matter of hla crew, who can say? 
Marooning an unruly seaman on a 
deserted isle was a common enough 
punishment in those rough days at 
sail but, again, would even a "hell- 
fire" master have extended the 
sentence to such a tortuous decree? 

K a tailor had been stranded 
unintentionally, separated from a 
hunting or water party, or victim of 
shipwreck be likely would have been 
kHled or enslaved by Indians, But, 
again, we have never heard of B.C. 
natives killing eaptives In such a 
"refined" manner, Also, the sturdy 
construction of the stone wall would 
Indicate the craftsmanship of "civi¬ 
lised" mortals. 

And that's it. Eighty-five years 
after Adam Horne's strange dis¬ 
covery, we can only echo his 
mystified query i Who — or what — 
was "P.I," unknown Inmate of 
Denman Island's Forgotten tomb?
